OUTPUT OF MINES 
IN ALASKA HAD A 
BIG DEGREASE 


Washington, Dee. 31.-^Alaska’s 
mineral output in 1919 was the 
Kina 11 est of any years since 1910, 
and its value was less than half 
ihat of 1916, preliminary estimates 
of the geological survey made pub­ 
lic today show. The output for the 
year brought only about $18,850,000 
as compared with $28,254,000 in 
1918 and $48,000,000 in 1916. 
The decline was attributed prin­ 
cipally to the reverting of the cop­ 
per industry to normal conditions 
as a result of the fall of the price 
of the metal since 1916, when the 
war demand 
greatly 
stimulated 
production. 
High operating costs 
also caused a depression in gold 
mining. 
Eight copper mines were oper­ 
ated in Alaska in 1919, producing 
about 44,800,000 pounds valued at 
$8,500,000. 
The production in 1919 
was 68,225,000 pounds, valued at 
$17,099,000. 
The value of the annual output 
of gold declined from $16,700,000 
in 1916 to $9,000,000 in 1919. 
Alaska still contains large re­ 
serves of gold-bearing gravels that 
can be mined 
profitably 
when 
transportation conditions are im­ 
proved, the report said, adding that 
“the most important event of the 
year for the future in mining in 
Alaska was the continuation of the 
work on the government railroad 
and the assurance bv congressional 
action of the money needed to com­ 
plete the line.” 
“netter and cheaper steamboat 
service, on both ocean and river, 
are also imperative,” the report 
said. 
“Moreover the railroad must 
be supplemented by trails and wa- 
gon roads.” 
As a by-product to gold and cop­ 
per mininy, 590,000 ounces of sil­ 
ver and 800 tons of lead were min­ 
ed during Hie year. 
The value of the gold mined in 
Alaska from the discovery of the 
precious metal fn 1880 to 1919 was 
placed at $437,400,000.

Charges that Hapgood had beei 
in friendly relations with Lenin 
and Trotzkv were originally made 
in Harvey’s Weekly and the form­ 
er Minister said that one of his 
reasons for asking to be released 
from the diplomatic service “was 
the necessity of answering 
Col. 
George Harvey’s falsehoods.”

In our 
attempt to give you service through 
the-use of oil instead of coal for the 
manufacture of gas, and to prevent a 
complete shutdown, you have had ser­ 
vice that did not meet your or our ap­ 
proval! We assure you, however, that 
we were doing everything possible to 
give you the service asked and the ser­ 
vice desired by us. This emergency 
brought forth only a desire on our part 
to overcome it that you might continue 
to enjoy the use of your gas. 
Not all coal is suitable for the manu­ 
facture of gas. The nearest gas coal 
field is in the state of Illinois, and 
about two weeks’ time is required by 
the railroads to move this coal to Seda­ 
lia after it has been mined and loaded. 
We are now beginning to receive gas 
coal which has been in transit since 
Dec. 15th, and in a few days will he 
manufacturing coal gas again. This 
will mean that your appliances, which 
were adjusted to oil gas, will probably 
have to be readjusted to coal gas again. 
We will be glad to readjust these ap­ 
pliances for you if you will notify us. 
We ask you to bear in mind, however, 
* that everyone, where this adjustment 
is necessary, will be asking for this 
same 
privilege 
at 
fire 
same 
time. 
Therefore, we ask you to 
be patient until we can reach you. We 
have only a limited number of men 
trained for this work and it will re­ 
quire some time to enable them to 
reach all. 
Our httempt to manufacture gas 
from oil was very clostly to us and was 
attempted only that we might be of ser­ 
vice to the public. This is not an apol­ 
ogy, but a simple statement of facts. 
We trust that you will accept the above 
an as explanation if you have had re­ 
cent trouble with your gas. We chose 
the attempt to make gas out of oil rath­ 
er than close for lack of coal.
